A mak- 
er of gilt-edged butter objects to cooling 
warm milk in the room wheie his milk 
stands for the cream to rise, because, 
he says, the odor escaping from the 
•new milk while cooling is taken in by 
the other milk and retained to the in- 
jury of his butter 
This may beera like 


descending to little thipgs, but it must 
be remembered that it is the sum of 
such little things that determines wheth- 
er the products of the dairy are to be 
sold at cost or below, dr as a high-priced 
luxury. If uiilk is to be converted into 
an aiticle of the latter class, it must be 
handled and kept in clean and sweet 
vessels, and must stand in cure fresh 
air, 
such as would be desirable and 


healthy for persons to breathe.
